B . /49,-- In resolution No. 218 - T ( 18 ) /47, dated April 12 , 1948 , 
issued in the Ministry of Commerce , the Government of India granted protection 
to the Starch Industry for a period of two years terminating March 81, 1950 , 
The Tariff Board have conducted a fresh enquiry into the conditions of the 
starch industry under the provisions for automatic review of protected industries 
under Resolution No . 13 - T (1 ) / 48 of the Government of India , Ministry of 
Commerce , dated the 6th August, 1948 and as a result of the representations 
made by the Anil Starch Products , Ltd ., Ahmedabad . The Board havo 
submitted & report embodying in the main the following recommendations : -- 
( 1) That protection should be extended for a further period of two years 

ending March 81 , 1952. 
(2 ) That the protectivo duty on starch should be raised from 18 to 20 

per cent ; that the duty on farina should be raised from 18 to 20 
per cent , its character boing changed from revenue to protective ; 
and that the duty on sago flour which is at present free , should 

be protective at the rate of 20 per cent ; and 
( 8 ) That if the price of maizo varies considerably from Rs. 10 per maund , 

the position should be reviewed to revise the quantum of 

protection , 
2 . The Government of India accept these recommendations and steps will 
be taken to implement them .
